pointments for Bumpers. 


Historically, the "right-hand 


man" to Arkansas governors 
has been the executive secre- 
tary, but Bumpers has not giv- 
en anyone that title since Eu- 
gene Kelley resigned noon the 
post early in Bumpers' first 
year in office in 1971. Bumpers 
was elected Nov. 7 to a second 
two-year term. 


McCrea said the duties of the 


aides to Bumpers will change 
little, "but now each will be re- 
sponsible for specific projects 
and programs." 


He said the reorganization 


was intended to increase effi- 
ciency. 


As staff coordinator, McCrea 


said, his job will be to help the 
aides produce "to the best pos- 
sible level their skills will per- 
mit." 


He said that when Bumpers 


first took office, the immediate 
problem was producing a legis- 
lative program and getting it 


through the General Assembly 
in 1971. 


"When we settled down tor 


the long haul, we found that we 
had many more problems to 
address, such as liaison with 
federal programs, dealing day- 
to-day with department heads 
and dealing day-to-day with the 


public," McCrea said. 


Asked if he would be, in ef-

The main objective for the 
states is to raise revenues, but 
the motive is even more basic. 


Gov. William T. Cahill of 


New Jersey said his state — in 
addition to continuing its week- 
ly lottery which eventually cul- 
minates in a $1 million drawing 
— will offer a 26-to-l chance of 
winning on the daily tickets. 


"We know of no other lottery 


— legal or illegal — now in ex- 
istence that can match those 
odds," he said. "Even if you 
lose, your money is going for a 
good purpose, rather than an 
evil purpose." 


There is yet another reason 


for the daily drawings: the 
hopes of state officials to sus- 
tain the public's interest in lot- 
teries. 


New Hampshire began with a 


schedule of several drawings a 
year and sold $3 tickets. The 
initial response was good, but 
Sweepstakes 
officials 
soon 


found that the system needed 
constant revision and special 
drawings to spark a renewed 
public interest. 


New York climbed on the lot- 


tery bandwagon in 1967. Within 
the past two years, Pennsylva- 
nia, New Jersey, Connecticut 
and Massachusetts joined the 
ranks. 


As the competition between 


states grew stiffer, new twists 
and exotic prizes were added.

Tragedy darken* 
a 'bright world' 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - 


The bright world of young Na- 
zario Aguilera, who was res- 
cued from blindness and pos- 
sible death by doctors, has 
been darkened again by trage- 
dy.Reports from the interior of 
Mexico said three men, in- 
cluding Nazario's brother Eu- 
stacio, 28, died in the crash of a 
light plane that was to fly the 
boy's mother to a reunion with 
her son at a San Diego hospital. 


The story began five months 


ago when 14-year-old Nazario, 
who had been suffering repeat- 
ed headaches, suddenly went 
blind. Relatives brought him 
out of the mountains to Ti- 
juana, where Dr. Patricia Dun- 
Wee, head of the nonprofit med- 
ical organization Project Con- 
cern, diagnosed the problem as 
a brain tumor. 


She brought the youngster to 


University Hospital in San 
Diego. Doctors here removed 
the tumor last week. 


Nazario now can see large 


objects but doctors say they 
won't know until next month 


whether he'll regain complete 
vision. 


The boy said before the oper- 


ation that the first thing he 
wanted to see was "my family, 
my mother." 
A veteran pilot 


and flight instructor, Richard 
Kelly, 36, of nearby Oceanside, 
read of Nazario's wish and vol. 
unteered to make the l,M»mUe 
night to the Sierra Madre 
mountain mining town of Topia 
along with a friend, Ptean Do- 
ser, 38, also of Oceanside, and 
Eustacio Aguilera. 


With their expenses paid by 


donations, the three men took 
off Tueday for Topia. From 
there, Eustacio Aguilera and 
Kelly planned to proceed by 
foot or mule across 20 mites of 
mountain and Jungle to the 
family farm. 


The U.S. consulate in Monte- 


rey, Mexico, told the San Diego 
Evening Tribune Wednesday 
night that the plane had 
crashed that morning white try- 
ing to land at Topia in heavy 
rain and clouds. All three men 
aboard were killed.

Lowry finally

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Texas 


quarterbacks in recent years 
have always run first and 
passed second—if at all. But 
Alan Lowry was carrying that 
philosophy to ridiculous ex- 
tremes. 


The senior signal caller had 


not hit a touchdown pass all 
year until Thursday night, 
when he fired a 10-yard scoriiig 
strike to Julius Whittier in 
Texas' 38-3 victory over Texas 
A&M. 


It climaxed a 9-1 season for 


the seventh-ranked Texas Long- 
horns, who will meet No. 2 Ala- 
bama in the Cotton Bowl at 
Dallas on Jan- 1- 


Texas' lone loss was 27-0 to 


No. 4 Oklahoma, ff Sugar Bowl 
team, at midseason. 


The Longhonis already had 


clinched their fifth consecutive 
Southwest Conference title and 
the host spot in the Cotton Bowl 
by beating Texas Christian last 
Saturday. 


They have lost the bowl game 


the last two years-Jtf Notre 
Dame, breaking a 30-game 


Texas winning streak, and to 
Penn State. 


Asked about his touchdown 


toss, Lowry, a converted all- 
Southwest Conference defensive 
halfback, said: "I thought I 
was going to go all year with- 
out throwing one. I might have 
been the first quarterback to go 
a whole year without throwing 
a touchdown pass." 


Only 46 seconds were left in 


the first half when Lowry, a 
188-pounder, zipped a pass to 
Whittier, who clutched in the 
midst of several Aggie defend- 
ers and fell into the end zone to 
give Texas a 14-3 lead. 


"I'm as proud of this team as 


any we've had," said Texas 
Coach Darrel Royal. "It doesn't 
have as much outright talent as 
some of the others, but it has 
played as a team, hung togeth- 
er with great morale." 


Lowry also broke through for 


two touchdowns rushing, and 
Tommy Landry, subbing for in- 
jured Don Burrisk, got another 
and led Ixir.ghorns runners with 
84 yards on nine carries against 
the tough Aggie defense 


During the week, seniors Joe 


Ferguson and Walter Nelson 
practiced at quarterback along 
with sophomore Scott Bull and 
freshman Mike Kirkland. 


Ferguson had started every 


game for two years until last 
week when Nelson opened at 
quarterback against SMU. Fer- 
guson relieved Nelson late in 
the half, and he, in turn, was 
replaced by Bull in the closing 
minutes of the game. Each lost 
a fumbled snap from center in 
the Razorbacks' 22-7 loss to the 
Mustangs. 


Against SMU, Arkansas lost 


six of nine fumbles and had two 
passes intercepted making a to- 
tal of 18 turnovers in the 1st 
three games. It follows that the 
Razorbacks have lost all three 
games. 


SMU traveled 28, 23 and 25 


yards for its touchdowns. The 
longest scoring drive against 
Arkansas in the last three 
games has been 39 yards by 
Rice. 


"It's a little eerie, how things 


happen," Broyles said. "I hope 
in the last three ball games we 
got it all out of our system for- 
ever.

inean solid wastes from the 
domestic and commercial 
preparation, cooking, and 
dispensing of food, and from the 
handling, storage, and sale of 
produce.

any individual, firm, company, 
association, 
society, 
cor- 


poration or group. 


SEC. 9 "pH" shall mean the 


logarithm of the reciprocal of 
the weight of hydrogen ions in 
grams per liter of solution. 


SEC. 10 "Properly Shredded 


Garbage" shall mean the 
wastes of the preparation, 
cooking, and dispensing of food 
that have been shredded to such 
a degree that sll particles will 
be carried freely under the flow 
conditions normally prevailing 
in public sewers, with no 
particles greater than one-half 
Cz) inch (1.27 centimeters) in 
dimension. 


SEC. 11 "Public Sewer" shall 


mean a sewer in which all 
owners of abutting properties 
have equal rights, and is con- 
trolled by public authority. 


SEC. 12 "Sanitary Sewer" 


shall mean a sewer which 
carries sewage and to which 
storm, surface, and ground 
waters are not 
intentionally 


admitted. 


SEC. 13 'Sewage" shall mean 


a combination of the water- 
carried wastes from residen- 
ces, business buildings, in- 
stitutions, 
and 
industrial 


establishments, together with 
such ground, surface, and 
stormwaters 
as 
may 
be 


present. 


SEC. 14 "Sewage Treatment 


Plant" 
shall 
mean 
any 


arrangement of devices and 
structures used for treating 
sewage. 


SEC. 15 "Sewage Works" 


shall mean all facilities for 
collecting, pumping, treating, 
and disposing of sewage. 


SEC. 16 "Sewer" shall mean 


a pipe or conduit for carrying 
sewage. 


SEC. 17 "Shall" is man- 


datory; "May" is permissive. 


SEC. 18 "Slug" shall mean 


am discharge of water, sewage 
or industrial waste yhicb in 
concentration of any given 


constituent or in quantity of 
flow exceeds for any period of

(15) minutes more than five (5) 
times the average twenty-four

SEC. 
19 "Storm Drain" 


(sometimes termed "storm 
sewer") shall mean a sewer 
which carries storm and sur- 
face waters and drainage, but 
excludes sewage and industrial 
wastes, other than unpolluted 
cooling water. 


SEC. 20 "Superintendent" 


shall mean the Superintendent 
of Sewage Works of the City of 
Hope, or his authorized deputy, 
agent or representative.

shall mean solids that float on 
the surface 
of, or are in 


suspension in water, sewage, or 
othtrr liquids, and which are 
removable 
by 
laboratory 


filtering. 


SEC. 22 "Watercourse" shall 


mean a channel in which a flow 
of water occurs, either con- 
tinously or intermittently. 


ARTICLE II 


Use Of Public Sewers 


Required 


SEC. 1 It shall be unlawful for 


any person to place, deposit, or 
permit to be deposited in any 
unsanitary manner on public or 
private property within the City 
of Hope, or in any area under 
the jurisdiction of said city, any 
hitmen or animal excrement, 
garbage, or other objectionable 
waste. 


SEC. 2 It shall be unlawful to 


discharge to any natural outlet 
within the City of Hope or in any 
area under the jurisdiction of 
said city, any sewage or other 
polluted waters, except where 
suitable treatment has been 
provided in accordance with 
subsequent provisions of this 
ordinance. 


SEC. 3 Except as hereinafter 


provided, it shall be unlawful to 
construct or maintain any 
privy, privy vault, septic tank, 
cesspool, or other facility in- 
tended or used for the disposal 
of sewage. 


SEC. 4 The Owner of all 


houses, buildings, or properties 
used for human occupancy, 
employment, recreation, or 
other purposes, situated within 
the city and abutting on any 
street, alley, or right-of-way in 
which there is now located or 
may in the future be located a 
public sanitary or combined 
sewer of the city, is hereby 
required at his expense to in- 
stall suitable toilet facilities 
therein, and to connect such 
facilities directly with the 
proper public sewer in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of 
this ordinance, within sixty (60) 
days after date of official notice 
to do so, provided that said 
public sewer is within three 
hundred (300) feet of the 
property line.

producing industrial wastes. In 
either case, the owner or his 
agent shall make application on 
a special form furnished by the 
city. The permit application 
shall be supplemented by any 
plans, specifications, or other 
information considered per- 
tinent in the judgment of the 
Superintendent. A permit and 
inspection fee of $1.50 for a 
residential or commercial 
building sewer permit and $5.00 
for an industrial building sewer 
permit shall be paid to the city 
at the time the application is 
filed. 


SEC. 3 All costs and expense 


incident to the installation and 
connection of the building 
sewer shall be borne by the 
owner. The owner shall in- 
demnify the city for any loss or 
damage that may directly or 
indirectly be occasioned by the 
installation of the building 
sewer. 


SEC. 4 A separate and in- 


dependent building sewer shall 
be provided for every building; 
except where one building 
stands at the rear of another 
building on an interior lot and 
no private sewer is available or 
can be constructed to the rear 
building through an adjoining 
alley, court, yard, driveway, 
the building sewer fram the 
front building may be extended 
to the rear building and the 
whole considered as one 
building sewer. 


SEC. 5 Old building sewers 


may be used in connection with 
new buildings only when they 
are found, on examination and 
test by the Superintendent, to 
meet all requirements of this 
ordinance. 


SEC. 6 The size, slope, 


alignment, materials or con- 
struction of a building sewer, 
and the methods to be used in 
excavating, placing of the pipe 
jointing, testing, and back- 
filling the trench, .-toll ail 
conform to the requirements of 
the building and plumbing code 
or other applicable rules and 
regulations of the city. In the 
absence of code provisions or in

Practice No. 9 shall apply. 


SEC 7 Whenever possible, 


the building sewer shall be 
brought to the building at any 
elevation below the basement 
floor. In all buildings in which 
any building drain is too low to 
permit gravity flow to the 
public sewer, sanitary sewage 
carried by such building drain 
shall be lifted by an approved 
means and discharged to the 
building sewer. 


SEC. 8 No person shall make 


connection of roof downspout, 
exterior foundation drains, 
areaway drains, or other 
sources of surface runoff or 
groundwater to a 
building 


sewer or building drain which 
in turn is connected directly or 
indirectly to a public sanitary 
sewer. 


SEC. 9 The connection of the 


building sewer into the public

surface water, groundwater,

drainage,

cooling water, or unj 
industrial process waters to any 
sanitary sewer. 


SEC. 2 Stormwater and all 


other unpolluted drainage shall 
be discharged to such sewers as 
are specifically designated aa 
combined sewers or storm 
sewers, or to a natural outlet 
approved by the Superin- 
tendent. Industrial cooling 
water or unpolluted process 
waters may be discharged, on 
approval of the Superintendent, 
to a storm sewer, combined 
sewer, or natural outlet. 


SEC. 3 No person shall 


discharge or cause to be 
discharged any of the following 
described waters or wastes to 
any public sewers: 


(a) Any gasoline, beraene, 


naphtha, fuel oil, or other 
flammable or explosive liquid, 
solid, or gas.

public sewer. 


(c) Any waters or wastes 


having a pH lower than 6.0 or 
having any other corrosive 
property capable of causing 
linage or hazard to struc- 
tures, equipment, and per- 
sonnel of the enrage works. 


(d) Solid or viscous sub- 


stances in quantities or of such 
size capable of causing ob- 
struction to the flow in sewers, 
or other interference with the 
proper operation of the sewage 
works such as, but not limited 
to, ashes, cinders, sand, mud, 
straw, shavings, metal, glass, 
rags, feathers, tar, plastics, 
wood, unground garbage, whole 
blood, paunch manure, hair and 
fleshings, entrails and paper 
dishes, cups, milk containers, 
etc., either whole or ground by 
garbage grinders. 


(c) Any waters or waste 


containing heavy metals and 
similar objectionable or toxic 
substances, or wastes exerting

chlorine 


requirement, to such degree 
that any such material received 
in the composite sewage at the 
sewage treatment works ex- 
ceeds the limit* established by 
the Superintendent for such 
materials. Heavy metals in- 
clude the following: Antimony, 
Arsenic, Barium, Beryllium, 
Bismuth, Boron, Cadmium, 
Chromium (Hexa), Chromium 
Uri), Cobalt, Copper, Iron, 
Lead, Manganese, Mercury, 
Molybdenum, 
Nickel, 


Rhenium, Selenium, Silver, 
Strontium, Tellurium, Tin, 
Uranyl ion, Zinc. 


(f) 
Any waters or wastes 


containing strong acid iron 
pickling wastes, 
or 
con- 


centrated plating solutions 
whether neutralized or not. 


ig) Any waters or wastes 


containing phenols or other 
taste or odor producing sub- 
stances, in such concentration 
exceeding limits which may be 
established by the Superin- 
tendent as necessary, after 


treatment of the 
sewage, 
to 
meet 
the 


requirements of the State, 
Federal, or other agencies of 
jurisdiction tor such discharge 
to the receiving waters. 


(h) Any radioactive wastes or 


isotopes of such half-life or 
concentration as may exceed 
limits established by the 
Superintendent in compliance 
with applicable State or 
Federal regulations. 


SEC. 4 No person shall 


discharge or cause to be 
discharged 
the following 


described 
substances, 


materials, waters, or wastes, If 
it appears likely in the opinion 
of the Superintendent that such 
wastes can harm either the 
sewers, sewage treatment 
process, or equipment, have an 
adverse effect on the receiving 
stream or can otherwise en- 
danger life, limb, public 
property, or constitute a 
nuisance. If forming hto opinion 
as to the acceptability of these 
wastes, the Superintendent will 
give consideration to such 
factors as the quantities of 
subject wastes in relation to 
flows and velocities in the 
sewers, materials of con- 
struction of the sewers, nature 
of the sewage treatment 
process, capacity of the sewage 
treatment plant, degree of 
treatability of wastes in the 
sewage treatment plant, and 
other pertinent factors. The 
substances prohibited are:

Foundation and many read- 
ers want to know the ad- 
dress.

Portland. Oregon, 97221. 


This is a very interesting 


organization w h i c h was 
founded just a few years ago. 
It was originally founded oy 
an enthusiastic group of pso- 
riasis sufferers in Portland. 
T h e y banded together so 
that they could communicate 
with each o t h e r and ex- 
change i d e a s . Eventually 
their interest grew and they 
started a publication. In 1968 
they became a national or- 
ganization with a tax exempt 
status. They publish a bi- 
monthly Psoriasis Bulletin 
which gives the latest infor- 
mation in the field of psori- 
asis. They hop* to raise ad- 
ditional funds to help support 
research on the problem of 
psoriasis. 


You can join the Founda- 


tion without a membership 
lee. The Foundation is not a 
medical clinic in the sense 
that it takes patients or any- 
thing like that. It is parallel 
to the American Heart Assn. 
in t h a t it encourages re- 
search and provides infor- 
mation to members. 1 would 
think that all those people 
who h a v e psoriasis might 
well want to join the organi- 
zation to he.'p in what way 
they can to encourage re- 
search and an early solution 
to controlling this problem. 


Dear Dr. Lwab—I would 


like to know if there is any 
way I could make my hair 
grow longer. I am a black 
male and would like to have 
longer hair. 


Dear Reader — The length 


of hair is an individual, in- 
herited characteristic. It will 
only grow so long and then 
it stops growing. T h i s is 
closely related to the length 
of time that the follicle that 
grows h a i r is active and 
after it reaches its fullest 
length the hair is dropped 
and the follicle rests until its 
next cycle comes. We grow 
and lose hair much like trees 
shed leaves. Fortunately for 
us we are like 
"live-oak" 


trees and drop a little bit of 
hair all the time. This way 
a small percentage of the 
hair follicles are constantly 
resting and if the hair is not 
cut it will be at v a r i e d 
lengths over the head. Some 
hair is the new short hair 
and other is the older hair 
r e a c h i n g its maximum 
growth length. It follows that 
there is no way to increase 
the natural l e n g t h of the 
growth of your hair. 


1 might add that a number 


ot procedures used on hair 
leads to its breaking and 
splitting and to excessive 
loss of hair. This includes 
hair straightening, any oi 
the measures that puts hair 
under tension, and the use of 
heat on the hair used to ac- 
complish various hair styles 
A number of dermatologist; 
have pointed this out in rela- 
tionship to the Afro h a i i 
style and have recommended 
that rather than teasing the 
hair into a maximum bushy 
appearance that it should be 
left in its natural state it uui 
want to keep it.
